amendment to. the. State Constitution 
s submitted “to a vote of the peeple. 
fs amendment proposed te strike out 
the word “white” from the article on 
anffrage. There were 31,759 votes east 
at the general election of that yesr. Of 
this number 12.340 were voted on the 
prop sed amendment as fellows: Yes. 
8,265; no, 4,085. More thar 19,000 
citizens dectined to vote.on the amend-| 
ment. The canvasesers properly declar- 
ed the amendment lost because it 4id 
not receive a majerity of al! the votes 
east at that general eleetion. This de- 
cisien wan acquiececed ia by the Legis- 
lature and the people ef the State —fur 
ther than this—the same ameadmeat 
has on two different occasions been sub- 
mitted t6 the people and rej 
both occasions. 
It appears. however, that certain pat- 
ties who are desirous of having a negro 
on terms of perfect equality with tbe 
white race, made up a test case, based 
upon the vote of 1849 and- carried it up 
to the Supreme Court, whereupen th 
body unanimously decided that_,tb 
State canvassers bad no right to make 
the decision they did make—that the 
censtitutional requirements ef a majority 
of all the votes cast at such an electien 
meant only a majew@ty of all the votes 
cwt on that particular question—there- 
fore the amendmeat extending the right 
of auffrageto the negre was adopted 
seventeen years ago and must hereafter 
be considered in full force. 
We cannot refrain from congratulat- 
log the people of Wisconsin on the pre- 
found wisdom displayed by their Su- 
preme Court. They must be proud that 
they have a Court competent to ex- 
bume from the past sueb a great and 
important. heretofore neglected: law 
The decision appears to us as nothing 
more than political trickery, and we 
make no doubt that the people of Wis- 
consin, setting aside the merits of the 
question ef negro enffrage. will aternly 
me Court for its ac-

None know these facts better than the

‘areund this peuple oa every side. It 
even new surrounds them as witha wall 
of fire. The entire sentiment of the age 
is against polygamy. The first leader 
of the Mormon people scarcely twe 
‘months prior to his death solemnly re- 
‘pudiated it. This sentiment is becom- 
ing more intense every day. The Mor- 
mon people are already commencing 
earnest battle agninvat it.
